LATE SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON. 


His Last Moments. 


: . Monte Video, January 29. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton died while..the Quest was anchored off 
South Georgia. He became slightly indisposed on the night of 
January 4 and retired to bed. Dr. Hussey and others stayed in his 
Cabin all night end at 3.30 in the morning on January 5 he began to 
sink rapidly and died three minates later, despite all efforts by Dr. 
Hussey. The body was placed in a zinc shell, enclosed in 8 wooden 
coffin, and transferred on January 17 to the steamer Professor 
Crovel, which brought it to Monte Video, where it was received with 
military and governmental hooours. The remains will probably be 
embarked ox the steamer Andes to England.

From time to tims the Hang- 
kong Telegraph. bas aired the 
Naval and. Dockyard grievance 
with regard to the income-tex 
question and the abolition of 
what was commonly called the 
“Service Dollar.”

Two specific instances have 
been given to me of decisions 
made by General Nollet that need 
explanation.

They wisb to make it im- 
possible for Germany to begin 
azain the manufacture of war 
materia! when the 15 years of 
their control bave expired. 
General Nollet ravealed that in a 
recent interview. with representa- 
tives of the Erfurt workmen, who 
assured him toat they would 
never again consent tomake war 
material. He said that he might 
take their word for it, bat could 
they speak for their children? 


DESTROY ALL INDUSTRY ? 

Germany is now completely 
disarmed. War material is not 
baing made there. And that is all 
that wecao secure. We cannot, 
except by destroying German 
industry, make it impossible for 
Germany ever to make var 
materia] again. Any country 
with an industry can make war 
materiak—not at a moment’s 
notice, bat after a certain period 
of preparation snd adaptation. 
Our own experience in England 
must hve taught us that 
German factaries could be sdapt- 
ed for the msanufactore of war 
materie! es British factories 
were. They could not beso ad- 
apted in a few weeks, as M. 
Briand said at Washington, nor 
sould Germany -put seven ‘mil- 
Hon soldiers inthe field at once, 
as he suggested. But a good], 
deal could be done in a year, and 
something in’ six months. It is 
aseless to blink that fact. And 
it means that all the.prohibitions 
and regulations of General Nollet 
sre futile as a means of. ‘perman- 
antly preventing Germany from 
arming.

BRITAIN’S EXPORT TRADE, 


’ The Burden Upon Industry. 


Prof. W. A. S. Hewins, ‘Chair. 
man of the Tariff Commission, 
addressed to the Press under date 
Deo. Ws 

The condition of the export 
trade of tha country, as revealed 
in the available figures, ia so 
serious that I venture to ask your 
special attention to the grave 
mensce to our financial pasition 
which they sugxest. The pubdlic- 
ation of the figures, month by 
month, and the readiness with 
which optimistic concinsioo are 
based upon slight incroasas same- 
times taking place over sbort 
periods of time, sto calculated 
to obscore grave tendencies. 
These tendencies aro manifest as 
soon as longer periods are con- 
sidered, and immediate account 
should be taken of tham in any 
financial proposals of the Govern. 
ment. 

I enclose tables showing. ‘ia 
detail how different groupa of 
industry and different markets 
are affected, but you may be 
interested to bavo a summary 
account of the general coacia- 
sions arrived at.

Food. Drink anit Tobacco.—Our 
export of these commodities fel! 

{from £23 millions in 1913 to under 
£14 milliors in 1920 ond to £12 
millions in 1921. Tbe total decline 
was equal to 40.7 per cent. in 1920 
and 48 per cent. in 1921. 

Raw Materials and Articles 
Mainly Manufactured. -In this 
class our trade declined from 
£48.7 millions in 1913 to £246 
millions in 1920 and £17.7 millions 
in 1921. The percentage decreas- 
ed in 1920 was 49.5,and in 1921 
6.56. 

Mannfactoted Articles.—Onur 
exports of mannfactured articles 
fell from £311 millions in 1913° to 
£242 millions in 1920 and to £246.5 
the decreases 
being equa! to and 52.9 per 
cent. respectively. In the metat 
trades our exports of iron and 
steel manufactures fell 64.7 per 
ceot. since 1923, cutlery, bard- 
ware, implements, &<., 53.3 por 
ceot, and machinery 25.9 per 
cent. .The textile group shows 
large decreases, cotton yarn and 
manufactures declining by 60 per 
cent., woollens by 49 per cent., and 
silk gaods b¢ 70.8 per cent. The’ 
export of all other textiles, includ- 
ing Ihnen, fell by 631 per cent.

NOTES & COMMENTS. 
Constitutional Reform. 
“The {act that Hongkong: is 
seeking a measure of constitu- 
tional reform is quite wall known 
at Home now. Apart from the 
raferances which have been made 
to the subject in Parlismeat, the 
knowledge that the House of 
Commons is being patitiorfad bas 
got around in newspaper circles, 
the Times having recantly: pub- 
lished a summary of tha docr- 
mont which is being sent Home. 
There is, we hear, considerable 
sympathy felt towards tho 
aspirations of the petitioners, 
though in some quarters it 
is felt chat, Hongkong is 
more likely to receive considera- 
tion under some scheme applying 
to the whole realm of Crown 
Colony government ‘reform than 
to have her own particular griev- 
ances adjusted. In political 
circles it is admitted that Crown 
Colony government must receive 
attention, not only because as at 
present based it is archaic and 
ill-suited to modern needs, but 
also by reason of tha innumorable 
anomalies that persist as between 
one Colony an) another. In 
some Colonies, the official ele 
ment is io the ascendancy; in 
others, the woofficials have the 
controlling: voice. In some jin- 
stances, the elective principle is 
acknowledged ; in others, itis un- 
known. And soon, and ao forth. 
So the time bas really come when 
greater uniformity—should—be 
secured. And that can only be 
done by grappling with the whole 
problem.

Mr. H. G. Wells, who is 
frequently obliged to admit Soviet faults, in spite of his 
sympathy with that body, tells us that it is the only possible 
administration in Russia at the present time, a view that 
has gained considerable ground, not, it must be added, 
because of merits in the Soviet. bot because of. the absence 
of any other effective party. So much being admitted, it is 
patisfactory to note thdt the Soviet has appointed a repres- 
entative set of delegates. A round-table conference having 
been fixed, what results are to be expected? The outcome 

. of the trade agreement with Russia has so far been small— 
or rather insignificant. This, however, does not supply a 
criterion, remembering Rusdia’s plight during recent months, 
a famine having aggravated the prevailing chaos.

Chinese Doctors at Home. 


People at Home seem to object 
to anything Chinese. A little 
whila ago there was a scsre re- 
garding the alleged unwholesome- 
ness of Chinese flour, snd before 
that there was the fainous ‘hinese 
pork agitation. Now, according 
to a Reuter report of the proceed- 
ings of the Burnley Tasurance 
Committee, there is an objection 
not only to Chinese doctors but to 
the employment of Chinese as- 
sistants by English doctors. One 
of the mambors of the Committee 
spoke complainingly of the fact 
thst Hindoos and Chinese were 
buying practices in the East End 
of London, and taking " panel” 
patients under the National Insur- 
ance Act. Why there should be 
an objection of this nalure we 
cannot understand. ‘The only 
valid ground for objection would 
be one of incompetence. If Hin- 
doo and Chinese medica} students 
at Home who have secured their 
degrees sro to be barred from prat- 
tising inthe country in which they 
recsived their jnstraction, sach 
proceeding will scarcely be s 
compliment to the alleged liberal- 
mindednoss of Britishers.

Secretary to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, delivered an sddress 


on “The State as Trader: Practical 
DifSculties“at a meeting of the 
Society of Civil Servants in the 
hall of the London Schcot of 
Economics. Sir Arthur Griffith- 
Boscawen, M.P., - Minister of 
Agriculture, presided. 


Sir Lawrence Weaver said that 
in a Utopian State, even in the 
State as now constituted with 
somo drastic reorganization, Cor~ 
tain trading operations migbt be 
carried on with some hope, bat 
not too large & hope, of success. 

> Some, in fact, succeeded notably 
during the war, when financial 
restrictions were necessarily 
weak or non-existent, the person- 
ne! of the service becams notably 
reinforced and fluid, and criticism 
was practically stilted. 


In commercial affairs it 
generally bsppened that decisions 
with regard to expenditure bed 
to bs mada rapidly if the money 
was to be really fruitful. Capita! 
required’for » commercial eater 
prise in which the State was in- 
terested had to ba provided on 
the annual vote of the Depart- 
ment concerned. If the State 
was going into commercial enter- 
prise it must provide a source of 
capital which would be indepen- 
dent of the exigencies of annual 
Budgets, and that money would 
need to be made available no: 
through the ordinary Depar:- 
rectal routine of the Treasury, 
but on the advice of some board 
manned by members of great 
commercial experience who 
would represent the interests not 
only of the Government, but also

Discussing the question of 
management of State trading 
enterprises, Sir Lawrence Weaver 
said he viewed with much ap- 
prehension any.attempt to run 
Goverom2nt trading by means of 
men who entered the Civil Service 
as young men and gained their 
only commercisi experience in a 
Goverament trading office.

The Works 
will undertake tho repair of 
steamers ang the manufacture 
of machine parts. Funds required 
for the establishment of the above. 


~ .pamed Bureaus and Works have’ 


been appropriated by the Chang. 
king Port Administration, which 
is reported to have issued $100, 000 
Premium Shares through the 
agency of the Young Brothers 
Banking Corporation, Ta Chang 
Bank and Chung Ho Bank.-‘These 
shares are to ba subscribed 
throughout the province. . 
MAILS BY AEROPLANE. 

The Australian Trade Commis- 

sioner, Shangbai, statea: The 


,Commonwesalth Government of 
“Australis has fixed a limit of 


£25,000 on the subsidy to be paid 


for an aeroplane mai! service 
j between Geraldton and Derbdy, 


Western Australia, as an experi- 
ment for a period of twelro 
toonths. The contractors will 
have to reserve space in each 
machine for the accommodation 
of mails . weighing 200-Ibs. and 
the charge for the conveyance of 
passengers and goods will be fixed 
on a scala approved by the 
Government. In addition tode- 
livering mails at specified places 
where landing-grounds are to be 
prepared by the Commonwealth 
Defence Department, the seriat 
ronilman will be required to take 
tonils addressed to places en route, 
and descend..to a reasonable 
height and drop parcels. 
MISING IN HaicHow. 

Mining in Hsichow is rendered 
important by the presence of 
several! crystal deposits in tha 
western regions of Tunghai. As- 
bestes and Tale are also found in 
good quantities. A company is 
reported in process of organi 
tion for the operation of these 
mines. Gold is wined in the re- 
gions of “Fu Shan" or Yun 
Mountains, which traverse the 
two districts of Tunghbai and 
Kanya. Sand-gold is also found 
in these regions. Capital is now 
being raised towork this mineral. 
The discovery of Calcium Phos- 
phate, which ishardly found in 
Europe, America or Japsnu, was 
recently reported. The use of 
this mineral is extensive and it 
is mach in demand in sgrticulture 
and. industry, The outpuat is 
usually sent to Tsingtao for dis- 
posal. According to the Customs 
Return for 1920, no. fewer than 
230,327 piculs were ‘transported 
to Tsingtao, whence only 145,326 
picols were exported. The frst 
half year of 1921 shows the record 
feure of 265,289 piculs sent to 
Tsingtao, Great developments 
are expected. Silver occurs in 
the Haichow régions. There dre 
several very rich veins. The local 
merchants are reported to be 
inviting ‘several mining experts 
to investigate the fields in order 
to ascertain the value of the 
deposits, Following their report 
davelopment schemes will be 
formulated.
